Dear Mr. Christopherson, 


The Chief Coroner refused to make recommendations to the medical profession after a string of suicides of 
persons abused by physicians in the mid eighties that were brought to his attention. A fiance concerned about 
abuses experienced by one of the deceased requested an inquest, but the family turned it down. Six weeks prior 
to a suicide in 1989 the Chief Coroner said "We'll just have to wait for a better example". After the suicide he 
wrote three Ministries, but refused requests to pass on documented concerns about abusive attitudes amongst 
physicians to leadership in the medical community. After refusing to do so for four years the current Chief 
Coroner says it's been too long, “We'll just have to wait for a better example". Your office has refused to act on 
the Coroner's complacency about abuse amongst his medical colleagues, and your press assistant, while 
responding to concerns about the coroner's inaction, and after being informed that several of our members are 
often suicidal, has said "If there's another case then please let me know."
